REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by the By-Laws of the 
Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given careful considera- 
tion to all Articles in the Town Warrant that involves the expenditure 
of money, and presents in this report its recommendations on such 
Articles. During its consideration of the appropriation requests, the 
Committee obtained information from and consulted with various de- 
partments and officials of the Town. 


The appropriations for 1967 recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee amount to a total of $1,302,725 compared with $1,206,364 last 
year, an increase of $96,361. The largest increases are $50,100 in 
School Department expenses (mostly in salaries), $25,500 in Public 
Welfare, and $9,300 in Water Department expenses, including continued 
search for additional water. 


The Committee’s recommendations on amounts to be appropriated 
are indicated in the right-hand column of pages 5 through 10 of this 
report. Our special comments on certain of the articles to be voted 
upon, as well as on other matters, follow. 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation article, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, and other regular and recurring items such as 
bond retirement and interest. While all of these items will be brought 
before the Town Meeting under this one Article, any of them may be 
discussed or acted upon separately. 


Under Article 11, the Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the Reserve Fund, the same amount as last year. This is 
the only money available during the year, without calling a Special 
Town Meeting, for any extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures. The 
Committee is recommending that $9,500 of the appropriation be pro- 
vided by a transfer from the Overlay Surplus (from prior years) which 
may be used only for the Reserve Fund or extraordinary expenses. Dur- 
ing 1966, the Committee had to use all of the Reserve Fund for the 
following accounts: 


Public Welfare $ 4,645 
General Administration 2,000 
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Park Department 1,800 


Highway Department 700 
Interest on temporary loans 700 
Water supply survey iby) 

$10,000 


The Committee recommends that under Article 21 the sum of 
$35,000 be transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply 
against the tax rate for 1967. The amount of the town’s available funds 
at January 1, 1967 as certified by the State Director of Accounts was 
$72,340. Last year there was a balance of $103,066 of available funds 
of which $60,000 was used at the Annual Town Meeting. Available 
funds result from unexpended appropriations plus or minus the differ- 
ence between actual and estimated amounts of other items used in fixing 
the tax rate. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are followed, 
there will be total appropriations of $1,302,725, less transfers of 
$62,541 from free cash and other funds available, a net total of $1,240,- 
184 to be used by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. At the time this 
report went to the printer, the State had not furnished the Board of 
Assessors with amounts they must use for certain County and State 
assessments and the Town’s share of the Local Aid Fund (sales, income 
and corporation taxes, etc.). These factors could affect our tax rate by 
several dollars, either up or down. 


Because of State legislation enacted in October 1966, there was 
a substantial increase in real estate tax abatements allowed to certain 
elderly citizens. Consequently, the Assessors believe the Overlay (fund 
for tax abatements) must be substantially increased in determining the 
1967 tax rate. This legislation also resulted in a deficiency of $10,641 
in the Overlay raised by the Assessors in the 1966 tax rate. There was 
also a deficiency (approved by the State Director of Accounts) of 
$3,332 arising from an accident to a Police car. Both deficiencies must 
be covered in the 1967 tax rate. 


On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors, we esti- 
mate that the 1967 assessed valuation of the Town will be approximately 
$23,250,000, compared with a valuation of $23,102,820 in 1966, and 
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the following condensed summary shows how the 1966 tax rate was 
determined and our present estimate for 1967. This indicates a 1967 
tax rate of $39.00, an increase of $6.00 over 1966.

REPORT OF SANITATION OFFICER 
TO: BOARD OF SELECTMEN — HOPEDALE, MASS. 


Gentlemen: 


Several sewage complaints were investigated in various areas of the 
town as requested by the Board of Health Office. Attended meetings 
with Board of Health members concerning sewage and rubbish problems. 
Repairs to several sewage systems have been made by townspeople as 
directed by the Board of Health and Sanitation Officer. Cooperation from 
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residents as a whole has been very good in eliminating sewage and 
rubbish problems in areas where they existed. 


Sewage permits are required by residents making repairs to present 
sewage systems or installation of new septic systems and these are in- 
spected by me as work progresses on same. Sewage permits are applied 


for and paid for at Board of Health Office to Clerk of Selectmen. 
To date income from Sewage permits amounts to $26.00. 


The program for the bathing area testing of water for the Park 
Department was conducted this summer as usual in cooperation with 
the State Department of Public Health. “This program started June 13 
and continued until August 22, with water being collected at bathing 
area evety two weeks and delivered to the Department of Public 
Health Office at Rutland, Mass. for testing the same day. Reports on 
these tests were very good during bathing season.

The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled in his office. Records of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town 
Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was in- 
corporated and separated from the Town of Milford. In this office, the 
records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town 
Clerk is Clerk, ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are dis- 
charged by the Town Clerk. All By-Laws and Amendments, voted by 
the meeting, must be submitted to the Attorney-General for his approval. 
Unless this is obtained, the By-Laws or Amendments do not become 
effective. If approval is received, then the By-Laws or Amendments 
must be published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, 
before they can become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household 
goods, must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. 
Marriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office. 
Other licenses issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, 
and annual renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the 
processing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for town 
elections, the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compila- 
tion of the total vote cast for each candidate.

The cost being reimbursed by the State 
under Chapter 679 of the acts of 1965. Two areas were widened on 
Mill Street, to allow for safer passage of automobiles, and a section of 
Plain Street was resurfaced. 


Approximately 2,300 feet of sidewalk was replaced on the northerly 


side of Freedom Street along with several areas of concrete sidewalks and 
curbing. 


Two inbody “V” type sand spreaders and a snow blower were pur- 
chased during the year to improve our snow and ice control facilities. 
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Two surface drain manholes were installed in existing lines to fa- 
cilitate cleaning of these lines which have previously given severe prob- 
lems. 


Cutler Street, which was accepted at the annual Town Meeting, 
was improved and surfaced.

PLAYGROUND 


The Park Department was again fortunate in having Mr. Charles 
Espanet as its Director of Recreation this past year. Emphasis in the pro- 
gram is placed on giving instructions in various arts, crafts, and sports 
so that the program will have a more lasting benefit than one of momen- 
tary recreation. Day trips were taken to the Southwick Animal Farm, 
Longwood Tennis Championships and Fenway Park. The second annual 
Tennis Clinic was again very popular with the children. Mr. Aram 
Karoghlanian and Mrs. Roger Corey, tennis instructors, ran this pro- 
gram with over 100 children participating. A word of praise should also 
be given to the four recreational assistants at the Park. 


BATHHOUSE 


Even with the poor weather we had this past summer, children 
thronged to the beach in record numbers. (Under the watchful eye of 
4 qualified Red Cross Instructors, another safe season was enjoyed by 
all.) 195 children passed various swimming examinations. The bathhouse 
matron, Mrs. Alice Phillips, should also be thanked for a job well done. 
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MELLEN STREET PROJECT 


Under the direction of the Park Commissioners, six pieces of rec- 
reational equipment were installed at the Mellen Street Project. A 
mercury light was installed to keep the area well illuminated at night. 


SKI AREA 


With the help of the Ski Club, the ski hill has been put into top 
shape for the coming year. The Ski Club purchased a new tow rope at 
a cost of $310.00, to be used at the area. The Park Commissioners 
would like to thank the Ski Club members, Michael Del Monico and 
Joseph Hickey for all their help and assistance.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
5th ANNUAL REPORT 


Much of the activity of the Conservation Committee was directed to 
the development and improvement of the South End Park. Several 
meetings were held with both State and Federal Conservation and Soil 
Agencies regarding plans for the layout of the Park for various sports 
and recreation areas. All of these plans have been directed to the 
preservation of the pine growth in the east corner. Mr. Ronald Thomp- 
son, Federal Soil Conservationist, has supplied us with a suggested set 
of maps for the development of the Park. 


The area where the buildings were razed has been cleared and 
levelled and the Park Department has installed playground equipment 
in this section. The Commission has installed a wire fence across the 
Mellen Street frontage. Some hedges and waste shrub have been cleared 
and burned in the lower section. 


In the Main Park Lands, with the cooperation of the Park Depart- 
ment, several truck loads of dead fallen trees were removed along the 
roadways. The road into the lookout was improved. 
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The commission attended the Fall Annual Seminar at the Yankee 
Drummer Inn, held by the Mass. Conservation Commission. An equip- 
ment demonstration, held in East Bridgewater, was also attended by 
members of Conservation and Park Commissions. 


In June, Mr. Nicholas A. Narducci of Northrop Street, was ap- 
pointed as a sixth member of the Commission. Commission member J. 
Craig Huff resigned from the board in August. To date this vacancy has 
not been filled.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 82nd annual report. 


During the year 1967, the Bancroft Memorial Library and its branch 
at South Hopedale have continued to serve the public to the best of 
their ability. The figures this year show a decrease in our circulation 
and read 55,463 as against 56,553 for 1966. We are sorry to report this, 
but we do feel that the Library has been used more extensively for 


reference work. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley reports 104 new borrowers in the Chil- 
dren’s Department. Two story hours have been held during vacation 
periods. On April 18, in place of the usual story hour, Mrs. Ira Noyes 
showed color movies to about 200 children from Grades 1 through 5. 
The films were on children’s winter sports in Montana and the zoo in 
Honolulu and were shown in the Community House. 


In March, the Librarian gave book reviews to the Over-Fifty Club 
at Griffin Apartments. The two Librarians reviewed books for the Ladies 
Aid of the Union Church in October. 

National Library Week was observed in April and new books were 


on display at the Library. The three fourth grade classes at the Memorial 
School visited the Children’s Room and were interested in library pro- 


cedure. 


Children’s Book Week occurred the first week of November and 
Mrs. Hattersley visited the 5th and 6th grades at the Dutcher Street 
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School to display and review some of the new books. New adult books 
were added at this time and were on display at the Library. 


On December 4, Miss D’Alessandro’s 3rd grade class at the Memor- 
ial School visited the Children’s Room. 


A summer reading program called Circus Fun Club was held for 
grades 4, 5 and 6. Thirty-three children were registered for this and a 
total of 462 books were read. “Busy Bee” certificates were presented to 
67 children of grades 1, 2 and 3 stating the number of books read dur- 
ing the summer. A total of 1098 books were read by ‘this group. Thirty- 
two award ribbons were presented to the children who had read the 
most books. Three hundred three State Certificates were presented in 
June, 30 large which represent 20 books read and 273 small for 5 books 
read. 


The Library gives extra services to those people who are unable to 
go to the Library. Mrs. Butcher visits the Hopedale Garden Rest Home 
with books and the Main Library takes a deposit of books to the 
Griffin Apartments about every 6 weeks. 


Again, with the aid of the Central Regional Area, we have sup- 
plied 68 films to various organizations and have borrowed 65 books on 
inter-library loan for the reading public. This is a great service which 
is offered to Hopedale and we hope more people will take advantage 
of it. 


The thanks of the Staff and the Trustees go to the many people 
who have given books, magazines and paper backs. In this year of 
1967, 97 books were donated to the Library. We again wish to thank 
the Garden Club for the flower arrangements which they have brought 
us at various times during the year. We have just started showing 
paintings done by members of the Community House art class and will 
try to change each month. Thanks to Mr. Frank O’Neil, we have a very 
nice easel on which to display them. 


The Library hopes to serve you, the people of Hopedale, in every 
possible way in 1968. My heartfelt thanks go to the Trustees and Staft 
for their continued support.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


As your Tree Warden and Supt. of Insect Pest Control I am happy 
to report that the trees in Town are in very good condition, with the 
exception of the elms infected with the Dutch Elm Disease and some 
maples infected with Verticillum Wilt. 


Thirty-six samples were taken from elm trees suspected of having 
the Dutch Elm Disease by the Dept. of Natural Resources, and sent to 
the University of Mass. Shade Tree Laboratory for confirmation. Thirty- 
four proved to be infected and they have been disposed of. 


A dormant spray was applied to the elm trees to control the Elm 
Bark beetle, which is the main carrier of the Dutch Elm Disease, on 
May 2nd. 


During the first week in June a foliar spray was applied to the 
elms and other trees in the tree belts for leaf-eating insects. This 
spray also contained a liquid fertilizer. 


On July 17th an aerial spray was applied to the entire populated 
area of town for general insect pest control, including Mosquitos, Tent 
Caterpillars, Gypsy Moth, Red Spider, Elm Leaf Beetles and Mites. 


All streets were checked for Poison Ivy and sprayed where neces- 
sary. I have sprayers and material which I am glad to loan to any per- 
son who wishes to spray Poison Ivy on their own property.

All broken and dead limbs have been removed for the safety of 
those using the sidewalks. 


Crimson King Maples, Pin Oaks, Mt. Ash and Norway Maples 
have been planted in place of the trees removed.

Veterans’ Benefits under Chapter 115, as amended (Common- 
wealth of Masachusetts ).

I 


The new Cold War G.I. Bill (Public Law 89-356) provides the 
following benefits: 


Educational Assistance 

Home, Farm Loans 

Medical Care 

Job Counseling 

Federal Employment Preference 
Burial and Flags 


This new legislation entitles veterans who served after January 31, 
1955 for a period of, at least, 181 days to the above date. The majority 
of these benefits, were enjoyed by W W II and Korean Veterans. 


The Educational Benefits that were granted after WW II and the 
Korean Conflict, have produced the much-needed skills in all fields. 


This insures our nation of the greatest leadership in the world. ' The 
veterans’ population to date, has proved that unemployment and welfare 
needs are at the lowest percentage, compared to our average citizenry. 


With the new Cold War G.I. Bill, we can reassure ourselves that 
the investment and expenditure made for these programs will be a return 
fer a greater and a more prosperous nation. 


II 


Veterans’ Administration pensions and hospitalization are two federal 
programs which alleviate a great burden on our local taxpayers. 


In the year 1967, the Veterans’ Service Department processed 18 
Income Questionnaires for veterans, widows and children. The average 
monthly benefit is $70.00. This represents approximately $15,120.00 
annually, thus alleviating the expenditure on a local level. 


Veterans of Hopedale spent approximately 45 days in VA Hospitals. 
The average per diem rate is $40.00. This resulted in a savings to our 
community of $1,800.00 per annum. 


Ill 


Veterans Benefits (chapter 115 of the General Laws ) 
An assistance program for veterans and their dependents, who 
through no fault of their own are in need. 
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Eligibility requirements are: 
1. Veteran must have entered the service accredited to Massachusetts, 


or have three consecutive years residence in the Commonwealth. 


2. Veteran must have a discharge under honorable conditions during 
wartime, or have 181 days of active duty after February 1, 1955. 


3. Veteran or dependent must meet requirements and be worthy of 
need. 


50% of these expenditures under this program are reimbursable to 
the town. Reimbursements to the Town of Hopedale from the State for 
the year 1967 will amount to $11,330.00.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Hopedale: 


This is the third narrative-type report prepared to indicate the state 
of the public schools in this my seventeenth year as your superintendent 
of schools. 


A question which quite naturally comes to the mind of the average 
citizen is “How good are our schools?” If this question can be honestly 
answered by the reply “Good” to “Excellent”, then there seems to be a 
continuing willingness on the part of the citizenry to pay the cost in the 
form of tax dollars to maintain the status quo, or to improve education. 
The point is, people want quality in their educational system, and as 
long as they feel this quality is forthcoming they will, by and large, 
support it. Hopedale is an excellent example as witnessed by its sup- 
port of its schools over the years. 


This town is fortunate in having provided adequate and sufficient 
classroom space to insure a reasonable teacher-pupil ratio as well as the 


physical facilities to offer a fairly broad educational program for its chil- 
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dren. However, these should continually be evaluated in order that they 
be maintained at quality levels. Even now, consideration may well be 
given to replacing our oldest school (Dutcher Street School, 1898) with 


a modern plant. 


School enrollment has slowly but rather steadily increased from a 
total of 1023 to 1111, or over 8%, in the past five years. There is indi- 
cation that this growth will continue. At the same time, the instructional 
staff has been increased to accommodate the additional pupils and at the 
same time to offer additional areas of instruction. 


The greater mobility of the teaching population at large, coupled 
With greater salary incentives, have brought about more staff changes in 
the past two years than we have previously experienced. Approximately 
a 25% turnover in teachers has occurred in Hopedale in this period. 
Fortunately, the basic nucleus of veteran teachers is remaining in the 
school system. The changes are found among the younger, less estab- 


lished people. 


The courses of study being offered to pupils in the Hopedale 
schools is continually under study and revisions are made whenever 
warranted. By now parents are aware that this school system is com- 
mitted to a program in modern mathematics, a foreign language intro- 
duced in the elementary grades, speech therapy, remedial reading, and 
actual practice in data processing, to mention only a few of the recent 
changes. A course in Commercial Law is planned for the next school 


year, 


One of the more exciting movements in the curriculum is that of 
the teaching of reading in the lower elementary grades. Here a new 
reading system has been installed and exceedingly noteworthy results are 
already being obtained. Where the previous reading book in the first 
grade, for example, was based upon a vocabulary of approximately 400 
words, the new first reader is written with a vocabulary of over 2000 
words. Real stories, rather than the “Oh! Oh! Look! Look!” type of 
material is creating a much higher interest in reading at an early level. 
A much broader plan of phonetic approach is being used to enable 
pupils to attack and master new words found in the reading books. 
Many pupils are already reading far above grade level. Test results indi- 
cate continuing improvement in reading proficiency in the first three 


grades. 
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Possibly the most sweeping changes in our educational system lie 
ahead. This statement is based on the evolving studies and directives 
being passed down by the State Board of Education, which finds itself 
vested with vast new power under the Willis-Harrington Act as passed 
by the legislature. Where the State Board and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education have in the past been able to act only in an 
advisory capacity, these agencies are now equipped with broad powers 
to effect great changes in education in the Commonwealth. 


Kindergartens are now being mandated, the length of the school day 
and school year are being regulated, specific staff to pupil ratios are 
being established and the size and quality of school systems are to be 
affected by minimum standards. 


Hopedale, by virtue of its sustained effort over the years to main- 
tain an excellent school system, is perhaps fortunate in being able to 
already meet most of the requirements being established by the state. 
Only the last mentioned offers real cause for concern, namely, size of the 
school system. The guidelines for a quality school system, as endorsed 
by the Massachusetts Board of Education on November 28, 1967 are 
quoted below. 


GUIDELINES FOR SCHOOL DISTRICT ORGANIZATION 


1. Each community shall constitute, or be a part of, a school district 
maintaining and operating a complete Kindergarten-Grade 12 educa- 
tional program, governed by a single school committee with one 
superintendent of schools. 

2. Each school committee shall make provisions for participation in an 

approved vocational-occupational program. 

Each school committee shall provide an educational program which 

meets the minimum standards mandated by the Board of Education. 

Each school committee shall be encouraged to exceed these minimum 

standards. 

4. ach school district shall contain at least 2,000 pupils unless pre- 
vented by extenuating circumstances acceptable to the Board of 
Education. 

5. Each school committee with less than 2,000 pupils under its juris- 
diction on December 21, 1968, shall submit a plan to implement 
these Guidelines to the Commissioner of Education by December 31, 
1969.

DAY PROGRAM 
A. January-June 1967 


1. Enrollment 

At the beginning of 1967 128 boys were enrolled in the 
freshman class at the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. The number of students in each of the 
departments was as follows: 14 in Auto Body, 13 in Auto Me- 
chanics, 14 in Mill and House Carpentry, 14 in Drafting, 18 in 
Electronics, 26 in Machine Shop, 14 in Metal Fabrication, and 13 
in Plant Maintenance. When we started with 132 boys in Sep- 
tember of 1966, we fully expected that approximately ten percent 
of the students would want to return to their home town schools 
by the beginning of the second semester. It was therefore very 
gratifying to have 97% of our original enrollment at the be- 
ginning of the second semester. 


2. Exploratory Program 

During the first semester all students had been given an op- 
portunity to spend approximately two weeks in each of the 
eight departments so that they would have some knowledge of 
and experience in each of the programs offered by the school. 
At the end of the first semester all students were given an op- 
portunity to select any course in the program and only 12 boys 
decided to change from their original choices, made before they 
entered the school. Their original choices were based on the 
results of their aptitude tests and conferences with our school 
guidance counselor. Because the changes in the choice of voca- 
tional program were so minimal we feel that our program of 
aptitude testing and guidance counseling is very effective. 
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3. Pupil Selection for the Fall of 1967 

During the months of January and February all the schools 
in the member towns were visited by the Superintendent-Director 
in order to give information to the boys in the eighth grade about 
the courses that are offered at the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. Applications were distributed 
and the students were requested to indicate their first, second, 
and third choices among the courses offered. Specially designed 
information forms were given to each school administrator, to be 
completed for each boy who planned to make application for 
admission to the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 


High School. 


At a later date applicant groups from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the eight 
departments and actually see the program in operation. During 
the day they were given a series of aptitude tests involving ver- 
bal reasoning, numerical ability, mechanical reasoning, abstract 
reasoning, and spatial relations. The scores on the above tests 
and the information sheet provided by the sending school were 
evaluated in order to produce a profile of each applicant’s char- 
acteristics. Each applicant’s profile was recorded on a compilation 
sheet which served to identify the most qualified students in 
each town. Every effort was made to admit the best qualified 
boys in each town, to give them their course preference, to dis- 
tribute the courses as equally as possible among the towns, and 
to select each boy for the course in which he appeared to have 
the best chance of success. Due to lack of space we were able 
to admit only 120 boys out of the 321 that applied for admis- 
sion. 


4. Dedication of the School 
Sunday, March 19, 1967 was the most memorable day of 
1967 because on that day the Blackstone Valley Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School was dedicated. This marked the ful- 
filment of the dream of many individuals who had worked tire- 
lessly over a period of many years to create a school that would 
fill a great need for many of the boys of the region. 


Dr. Owen B. Kiernan, Commissioner of Education of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, gave the dedicatory address. 
Mr. Walter J. Markham, Director of the Massachusetts Bureau of 
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Vocational Education was also a guest speaker on this occasion. 
After the dedication ceremony all were cordially invited to inspect 
the new school. The interest and enthusiasm of the citizens of 
the region was evidenced by the thousands that came to the 
dedication and inspection. 


B. September - December, 1967 
1. Enrollment 

In September we started our second year of operation with 
126 sophomores and 120 freshmen. The number of boys from 
each of the towns was as follows: 22 from Bellingham, 13 from 
Blackstone, 10 from Douglas, 30 from Grafton, 13 from Hope- 
dale, 5 from Mendon, 42 from Milford, 32 from Millbury, 4 
from Millville, 29 from Northbridge, 12 from Sutton, 10 from 
Upton, and 24 from Uxbridge. 


2. Physical Education 

With our excellent gymnasium, we were able to institute a 
physical education program that more than met the new require- 
ments set up by the State Board of Education. 

In the middle of October we started an intra-mural basket- 
ball program in which every boy who was physically able partici- 
pated. This was followed by a basketball game between the 
faculty and the students on the day before Thanksgiving. 

We have organized a junior-varsity basketball team and have 
scheduled 18 games with other junior-varsity teams in the area. 
Next year we plan on having both junior-varsity and varsity bas- 
ketball teams. 


3. Student Government 

The students elected representatives from each of the eight 
departments to draw up a student government constitution with 
the advice and guidance of a faculty advisor. This constitution 
was ratified by the student body and approved by the School 
Committee. The governing body is known as the Student Senate 
and is composed of one representative from each of eight de- 
partments. 

On December 1 the students elected Kenneth Mathieu to 
represent the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School on Good Government Day which is held every year 
in the State House and is sponsored by both branches of the 
State Legislature. 
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4, Cafeteria 
We are very proud of our cafeteria staff because of the out- 
standing service they render to our students and we were very 
happy to have our opinion confirmed when our cafeteria was 
rated as one of the best ten in Massachusetts by the Massachu- 
setts School Lunch Program. 


ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 


1. Automotive Machinist Program 

On July 10, 1967, after many months of planning, the automotive 
machinist training course for adults was started at the Blackstone Valley 
Regional Vocational Technical High School. This is the only program 
of its type in the United States and is the result of the cooperation be- 
tween the Automotive Wholesalers Association of New England 
(A.W.A.N.E.), the Massachusetts Vocational Bureau, the Division of 
Employment Security, and the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional 
School Committee. 


All of the major equipment was contributed by the principal manu- 
facturers serving the automotive after-market, and all of the money for 
instruction and supplies was furnished by the Federal Government. Thus 
the entire expense of this program is borne by A.W.A.N.E., the equip- 
ment manufacturers, and the U.S. government. 


Thirty young men were enrolled in this course, which will train 
them to operate any of the intricate machines used in automotive jobber 
machine shops. They attend school from 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. five 
days a week for 44 weeks. Upon completion of the course they will 
receive a certificate of graduation and are guaranteed a well-paying job 


by members of A.W.A.N.E. 


2. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The evening trade extension courses for adults started Monday eve- 
ning, September 25, 1967. These classes are open to persons over 16 years 
of age who are not attending school and who can show evidence of trade 
contact with the specific training desired. The following courses were 
offered: Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, Mill and House Carpentry, 
Electronics, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant Maintenance, and 
Blwe Print Reading. A total of 180 men and women were enrolled in 
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the eight courses and many others applied but could not be accepted 
due to the lack of space in our shops. 


3. Nursing Aide Program 


Early in September several of the Nursing Homes in the Region re- 
quested assistance from the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School 
District Committee in organizing and operating a training program fot 
nursing aides employed in the region. After several meetings with repre- 
sentatives of the nursing homes and hospitals in the region the Regional 
School Committee agreed to operate a special program to upgrade nurs- 
ing aides. 


Through the cooperation of the Massachusetts Vocational Bureau, 
Federal funds were obtained which will pay for the entire cost of the 
program. 


Due to the tremendous interest in this program it was necessary to 
have two sections. Classes meet for two hours per night, two nights per 
week and will continue for twenty weeks. The courses are expected to 
end on April 9 and graduation ceremonies are scheduled for April 11, 


CONCLUSION 


At the end of our first full year of operation, we feel that the 
Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating 
efficiently and serving the people of the area effectively in several di- 
vergent capacities, as shown in the number of students who enrolled in 
the various school training programs: 


. About 250 freshmen and sophomore boys in the day program. 

. 30 young men in the Automotive Machinist course. 

3. 180 men and women in the Evening Trade Extension program. 
4. 43 women in the Nursing Aide classes. 

Thus we have enabled about 500 people to further their education 


through our school.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Hopedale for the period from July 30, 1964 to November 
30, 1966, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. William 
Schwartz, Assistant Chief of Bureau.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Hopedale for the period from July 


30, 1964, the date of the previous examination, to November 30, 1966, 
and submit the following report thereon: 


An examination and verification was made of the financial tran- 
sactions of the town as shown on the books of the departments receiv- 
ing or disbursing money or committing bills for collection. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The general and appropriation ledgers 
were analyzed, the recorded receipts were compared with the town 
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treasurer’s books and with the records of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town, while the recorded disbursements were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book and with the selectmen’s war- 
rants. 


The appropriations and transfers were checked with the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings and with the finance committee’s approvals of 
transfers from the reserve fund. A balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the town on November 30, 1966 was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


It is recommended that whenever a department sends out bills for 
collection the accountant be notified promptly of the amount so that he 
may be enabled to record the charges on his books. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the 
town accountant’s books, with the records of the several departments 
making payments to the treasurer, and with other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 
checked with the warrants approved: by. the selectmen and with the 
accountant’s records. 


The cash book footings were verified, and the cash balance on 
November 30, 1966 was proved by actual count of the cash ‘in the office, 
by verification of the securities held in safe-keeping by the, bank, by 
examination of the savings bank books, and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements received from the banks of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes, the county retirement system, and group insurance were examined 
and proved with the town accountant’s os on) 


The ‘savings bank books and securities representing the investment 
of the several trust funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income, as well as all transactions and balances, 
were verified and checked with the books of the town accountant. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on November 
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30, 1966 were listed and checked with the amount on deposit in the 
bond and coupon account. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The taxes, motor vehicle excise and sewer assessments. out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination, as well as all subse- 
quent commitments, were audited and compared with the warrants 
issued for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were verified, 
the recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the accountant’s ledger controls. 


It is again recommended that the tax collector make a determined 
effort to secure a prompt settlement of all delinquent tax and excise 
accounts, some of which date as far back as 1956, and, if any of the 
accounts are determined to be uncollectible, that they be considered for 
abatement. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The charges were proved with the available 
records, the recorded collections were compared with the treasurer’s cash 
book, the abatements were checked with the departmental records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, sewer and water accounts were further 
verified by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and in response to 
these notices claims were received from a few water consumers that their 
water bills were paid. These claims were investigated and the four claims 
that were substantiated were properly adjusted. From the remainder of 
the replies received it appears that the outstanding accounts, as now 
listed, are substantially correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk pertaining to dog and 
sporting licenses issued were examined and checked. The payments to 
the town treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, 
and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game were compared 
with the receipts on file. 
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The surety bonds of the officials required to file them for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The records of departmental receipts of the board of selectmen, the 
board of public welfare, and the sealer of weights and measures, as well 
as the police, health, highway, school, and library departments, and of 
all other departments collecting money for the town, were examined and 
checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified by comparison 
with the town treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, and the cash on 
hand including petty cash advances, was proved by actual count. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and tax collector’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, sewer, departmental, and water accounts, as 


well as schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust 
funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the several town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.
